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FISH irUXJSTRY PLANS EXTENSIVE BGBOVB'OTHS 


FAR EAST FISH INDUSTRY TO EXPAND IN 19^9 — Tifchookeanskaya Zvez&a, No 37,

Despite the tremendous aid given to it by the government in 19^> the Far 
East fish industry did not fulfill the State plan. The Soviet of Ministers USSR 
recently drew up a decree providing for a more extensive and more rapid develop- 
ment of the Far East fish industry, the fishing and transport fleet, shipbuilding, 
production cf packing materials, and subsidiary enterprises. 

The fish catch will be increased considerably in 19^9. The 1,000-1,200 
meter casting net will be used more extensively this year to increase the salmon 
catch. New fishing regions nnnt be opened up in Khabarovsk Kray. A large-scale 
-fishing base will be developed in the northern part of the Okhotsk Sea, in the 
vicinity of the Gizhiginokiy and Kayakhanekiy Fish Combines. The Earth Okhotsk 
State Fish thrust will be organized here. 

Ifcrticular attention is being given tc mechanization of the industry. In 
comparison with 19^7, mechanization of the means of unloading fishing boats an*, 
conveying fish to processing enterprises will be increased more than 16 times in 
the nr Tt k yearB. Tho namber of fish pumps will be increased more than TO times. 
Machine-building enterprises are now producing many fish-processing machines. 

All labor -consuming processes in fiah packing are beine mechanized. Installation 
of new electric power plants will be particularly oxtensive in fish combines and 
plants on Kamchatka and the Okhotsk coast. 

The network of enterprises supplying the industry with lumber and wood for 
racking materials and for construction of indue trial and housing projects is 
being expanded. A lumber mill and plywood plant will be constructed in Komsomol 'sk- 
on-Amur, in the vicinity of the port of Mago. A* house-building shop will be set 
up in the Tungus Saw Mill. All existing woodworking enterprises will be recon- 
structed. A net-making combine will be constructed in Khabarovsk. 

The subsidiary farms of fishing enterprises will be expanded to meet the 
population's needs for potatoes, vegetables, milk, and meat in each loo«G ^rea. 
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The manner of trading enterprises la 'being expanded and the flow of industrial
